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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Seaton  Valley  Council, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Seaton 
Valley,  This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/73. 

As  is  to  be  expected  with  the  rapid  development  of  Cramlingrton  New 
Town,  the  population  again  showed  an  increase  from  32,460  in  1971  to 
33,790  in  1972,  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  to  13,379  compared 
with  12,391  in  1971, 

The  crude  live  Birth  Rate  was  19,7  per  1,000  population  ccmpared  with 
14,8  for  England  and  Wales,  However,  when  this  rate  is  corrected  by  the 
area  comparability  factor  which  takes  into  account  the  age  structure  of  the 
population  the  adjusted  rate  for  1972  is  10,5,  still  above  the  national 
average. 

At  12,0  per  1,000  population  the  adjusted  Death  Rate  was  almost  exactly 
the  same  as  that  for  England  (12,1),  and  also  almost  exactly  the  same  as  for 
1971  i,eo  12,2 

In  the  same  way,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  similar  to  that  for  the 
whole  of  England  -  17  per  1,000  live  births.  This  figure  was  appreciably 
lower  than  in  1971  when  the  rate  was  22, 

An  outbreak  of  Measles  accounted  for  almost  all  the  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  1972:  there  were  372  cases  of  Measles  reported.  As 
immunisation  against  Measles  has  now  been  available  for  several  years  this 
figure  is  rather  disappointing.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  take  note 
and  see  that  their  children  have  protection  against  Measles  at  the  recommended 
time  just  after  the  first  birthday, 

in  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Qiairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year,  and  also  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
assistance  and  co-»operationo

The  continuing  development  of  Cramlington  necessitated  the  employment 
of  a  terrporary  binlifter  during  the  holiday  period.
